The building is old. The paint work inside is fad­ 
ing and the wooden floors are bare. Furniture is at 
a minimum, and for office space a classroom has been 
divided into tiny cubicles with flimsy wooden parti­ 
tions. 


This is the the Valley Day School. 


The general appearance of the school is evidence 
of what has recently become a major problem — 
money, or rather the lack of it. 


Education For SS 


The school, situated on Edgewood Road in Lower 
Makefield, 
offers education and treatment for 23 
emotionally disturbed children from the Lower Bucks 


County area. It could take 32, but because of funds a 
classroom has been closed since Christmas. 


Because of a financial irony, the school itself is 
sniggling to exist. 


The problems dealt with at the Valley Day School 
are of a type that cannot be satisfactorily dealt with 
elsewhere, says the director, Edward R. Dubin. 


The children’s emotional disturbances cannot be 
adequately treated at a residential center, and they 
need more than part-time treatment. The Valley Day 
School, which the children attend every week-day, is 
the only place in the area where they can get the type 
of treatment they need, Dubin says. 


$49,948 Expenses 


Last year the school’s expenses totaled $49,948, of 
which $17,671 came from the state department of wel-

28 Skiers 
Safe, Co-Pilot Killed 


FUNE CRASHES INTO HOUSE 


CHICAGO (UPI) — A char­ 
tered airliner carrying 28 skiers 
home from a holiday in Michi­ 
gan crashed into a suburban 
split-level home today. All es­ 
caped death except the co-pilot. 


The pilot, who was in critical 
condition, 
blamed severe air 
turbulence for sending his twin- 
engine DC3 smashing into the 
rn 


seven-room house as he tried 
for 
a 
landing 
at 
Chicago's 
O’Hare International Airport. 


Co-pilot 
Danny 
Jordan, 
22, 
Gary, Ind., managed to switch 
off the plane’s engines just be­ 
fore the aircraft hit. His body 
was found with the fingers grip­ 
ping the levers above his head. 
The quick thinking of Jordan 


and the pilot, Virgil Pronovost, 
39, was credited with prevent­ 
ing an explosion and possible 
rqajor tragedy. 


The skiers, most of them still 
dressed in stretch pants and 
parkas, 
tumbled 
out a 
rear 
door and from safety windows. 
Many were unaware that their 
plane had crashed until they 


smelled the gasoline and saw 
the DC3’s nose nudging deep 
into the garage of the home 
where seven persons slept.

Police who answered a com 
plaint of “whooping and holler 
ing" 
at 
the 
hotel 
walked 
through empty beer cans to ar 
rest some students on charges 
of under-age drinking. 
Police officers investigating 
the third floor saw a youth clad 
only in shorts chasing a girl 
who was fully clothed. Several 
rooms held young couples in 
various stages of undress anc 
other couples unconscious from 
too much alcohol. 
Before police arrived, Lt. Ray 
Hirschauer of the state excise 
police, who was investigating 
because of a worried parent's 
call, was almost beaned by 
soft 
drink 
bottle 
that 
was 
heaved out of a hotel window 
as he arrived. After the party 
the 
streets 
and 
sidewalks 
around the hotel were littered 
with beer cans, soft drink and 
liquor bottles. 
One youth who answered 
police knock on his door dress­

tried explaining away the pre 
sence of a girl in his room by 
saying, “I know this looks fun­ 
ny, officer.

Some of the girls led off to 
the city lockup, where all were 
jailed for a number of hours, 
wept as they entered the paddy 
wagons.
